Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's arguments and request for 
reconsideration of application 1 0/800,270 (03/1 2/04) filed on 1 2/1 9/1 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6, 8-13, 15, 17-18, 20 and 23-24 are allowed, subject to the 
Examiner's Amendment described below. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: Please amend claims 1 , 9- 
13, 15, 17-18 and 23-24. Please cancel claim 19. 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for generating a financial model, 
implemented by one or more processors programmed by a set of instructions to 
perform the steps of: 

tho ono or moro prooossors collecting data in a multi-user peer-to-peer 
collaborative environment over a data network by: 
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issuing functor requests through a worl^flow router to users for data and 
programs; 

receiving one or more functor objects from the users, wherein one or more 
functor obiects comprise collections of variables which can be acted on 
by methods and wherein said one or more functor objects is received 
in response to the functor requests and contain conta i n i ng the data 
and programs from the users rospons i vo to tho functor roquosts ; 

the one or more processors generating a financial model, comprising a 
simulationjramework li nk e d to r e- usab le f i nanc i a l compon e nts, based 
upon the received one or more functor objects : wherein said simulation 
framework includes a variety of classes, wherein one or more of the 
classes corresponds to a variable template and method used to create 
and manipulate a functor obiect. by: conta i n i ng tho data and programs. 

(a) inputting functor objects into the financial model: and 

(b) using the variable template and method of one or more of the variety of 
classes included in the simulation framework to manipulate the 
collections of variables represented by the one or more functor obiects

9. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable storage medium bearing 
instructions for generating a financial model, the instructions being arranged, 
upon execution, to cause one or more processors to perform the steps of:

11. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 10, wherein the 
collected data resides within a spreadsheet, and said at least one processor 
further causes the system to perform tho system compr i s i ng : 

a sproadshoot - to - objoct mapper conf i gured, via tho ono or moro processors, 
to map mapping content from a plurality of cells of the spreadsheet to the 
one or more functor objects, wherein the content includes the data and 
programs for the functor objects for input into the financial model. 



12. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 10, wherein the at 
least one processor further causes the system to perform: to co ll octod data 



ros i dos w i th i n a sproadshoot, tho system compr i s i ng : 
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a sproadshoot - to - c l ass mappor conf i gurod, v i a tho ono or more prooossors, to 
foap providing content including the data from a plurality of cells of athe 
spreadsheet to one or more classes, wherein each of the one or more 
classes duplicates functionality of the spreadsheet when the functor object 
is used to encapsulate or access the one or more classes. 

13. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 10, wherein the at 
least one processor further causes the system to perform : to tho svstom 
compr i s i ng : 

tho ono or more processors for oxoout i ng executing the generated financial 

model, the financial model providing operators; and 
providino a what-if analysis modu l o conf i gurod, v i a tho ono or more 

prooossors, to dynamically process an input parameter from a user, the 

input parameter corresponding to an operator provided by the financial 

model. 

15. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 13, wherein the at 
least one processor further causes the svstem to perform : to tho svstom 

a li st query l anguage modulo conf i gurod, via tho ono or moro processors, to 
generating a report of the simulation result, wherein queries are specified 
and executed tho li st quory l anguage modu l o spoo i f i os and oxooutos 
quor i os in list algebra. 
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17. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 10, wherein a first 
user issues a functor request for requesting information relating to the financial 
model, and the functor request includes a program to collect the information and 
to validate a response from a second user, a response functor object received 
from the second user responsive to the functor request conforming to a class 
interface specified by the first user, wherein the at least one processor further 
causes the system to perform : to tho svstom further comprising : 

functor roquost storage system conf i gured to stor o storing the functor request; 
and 

the workf l ow router conf i gured to selectively forwarding the functor request to 
the second user. 

18. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 10, wherein the at 
least one processor further causes the system to perform : to tho svstom 

compr i s i ng : 

a strategy gam e modu le conf i gur e d, v i a th e on e or mor e proc e ssors, to 
soliciting input from the plurality of users to simulate a plurality of 
scenarios relating to the financial model, the scenarios corresponding to 
different competitive goals assigned to the users, and the simulation 
comprising a plurality of classes and functor objects. 



19. (Canceled) 
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23. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 18, wherein the at 
least one processor on e or mor e proc e ssors is further configured to perform, 
responsive to the inputs from the plurality of users, one of adding arbitrary new 
classes or functor objects to the simulation, or making arbitrary changes to a 
class or functor object currently in the simulation. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is Wall, US Pat. No. 7,043,736. Although 
Wall is similar to the instant application in some respects there are clear 
patentable distinctions. 

Wall describes generating an emergent model on a computer network 
comprising generating data objects and/or function objects. 

Wall fails to explicitly describe, "generating a financial model, comprising a 
simulation framework, based upon the received one or more functor objects;" by 
"using the variable template and method of one or more of the variety of classes 
included in the simulation framework to manipulate the collections of variables 
represented by the one or more functor objects" 

Please also refer to the prosecution history of the instant application. In 
particular, the applicant's remarks (12/19/11), pgs. 14-26 which distinguish the 
instant claimed invention from the closest prior art references listed below.
